Dragoons, commanded by Lieutenant Higgins, Lieutenant Colonel. Rochfort's 


and Captain Cornwalls s Yeomanry, killed ſixty of them. Night coming. on, I 


could not purſue them any further. By the Poſition they took near Shamobill, 


I conceived their Intentions were to 1 a Junction with the Colliers at Caftle- 


comer. As ſoon as the Troops were able to move, 1 ae with nine hundred 


' Men to attack them, and was ſorry to find 980 had burned the whole Town,
